CAI'ISE's loyalty to us as an American 
in dulgence organisation has never been doubted. She is pro- 
Am ••'.ican in her outlook, feels strongly that Germany’s future in- 
volves a close community of interests between the United States and 
Ge nany, and is uncompromisingly hostile In her sentiments toward 
th Soviets. Most of these sentiments she shares with CAMLET, 
exo apt that the latter is avowedly, opportunistic in cultivating 
a olose ; relationship with the American side through us 9 In the 
absence of evidence to the contrary, we believe that ,CA!SISE considers 
he.vself under a primary obligation of loyalty toward us, excluding 
all others with the possible exception of her duties as a German. 

An., conspiracy against our interests involving CAMLET (a contingency 
we incline to consider as highly improbable) would, if it came to 
her .attention, be immediately communicated to us. 



Security risks are inherent in >4 
past and the fact that she has to conceal her true identity. ’ 
Th- moderate punishment meted out to the -former chief of AMT VI, 

BSli, 8S Gruppenftthrer Walter Schellenberg, has perturbed her. 

Scl- i Hen berg, she feels, will capitalize on the fact that he "has 
the goods" on so many public figures who escaped the post war 
purge. Her chances of being uncovered are of course much greater 
in the zone where many of her erstwhile colleagues now live in 
pe feet freedom, than in Berlin which is still given a wide berth 
by persons with an activist Nazi record. Her husband, a former 
Ge; oral Staff officer who now studies at a German university -in the 
zor-3, of course knows about her double identity. She is. anxious 
to divorce him, but divorce proceedings would likely bring out her 
true identity. Whether the British have ever succeeded in pene- 
trating her cover, we are inclined to doubt. No doubt. all -per- 
sonnel of CAMLET • s newspaper have been subjected to the closest 
Dr. . fish scrutiny, and it \vould be interesting to know what findings 
the/ arrive at in her cas£. For completeness* sake, mention must 
be T;nde of the fact that in the very initial phase of this operation. 
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wl\ •n CAMISE was still in the employ of OKGUS and the key figure In 
pr > ject “Sitting' Duck" designed to draw Soviet attentions upon her, 
we. had to lift the veil off her past as an incentive to Soviet 
ov .-rtures. In Studying the FORD (later CAWISADE) case you will . 
f;\d that he too was involved in the "Sitting Duck" operation. He 
pi ’portedly had been instructed by his Soviet case officer, Major 
St •.i'in, to* play .CyVMISE into his hands, v/e brought FORD and CARDS E 
tc: -.ether, but the operation came to naught due to causes on which 
i'i would ba superfluous to dwell here, 1>: e fall to recollect whether 
Fo-.D was In fact told that CAI.il SE was identical with Captain Skurin’s 
target, or whether she was presented to him as a ringer. In summing 
up it can be stated that CAMISE* s new identity fits her to perfection, 
sc much so that the case officer in dealing with her is most of the 
time oblivious of the fact that ..CAMISE and the girl he interrogated 

in 1945 are one and the same.

p ° Extent _ of her^ KoowIMge-^ CAMISE is 

probably better acquainted with the history of our organization and 
its personnel than any other agent this base, has ever run.

It would be premature at this time 
t- make any specific recommendations as to the future handling of 
t! Is agent operation. CAMISE, no doubt, is professional agent 
c\ liber and once political conditions in Germany have sufficiently 
c:- /stallized v/e may consider granting her sufficient operational 
latitude to organize her own information net. For the time being- v 
the information objectives are identical with those underlying the v "- - 
operation of CAMLET and her target is. generally speaking, the
